New York. May 13. — Belmont Park opened its 
gates to metroi mil tan devot»*es of racing today. 
Cuder Die cloudless sky the glorious race course 
shone like a great emerald in the sunshine. The at- 
tendanee was estimated at 15.000. 2.ooo of which 
were in the clubhouse enclosure. From every view- 
point it was a splendidly encouraging mid-week 
day opening. Messrs. August Beiniont. Schuyler 
Parsons. Philip J. Dwyer and Andrew Miller ail said 
as much, adding that henceforth there will he every 
opiMirt unity in the world to conduct racing success 
fully under existing conditions. 

The gat** receipts exceeded $20,000. Hundreds of 
melt paid their admission fees who hud never before 
been called iiikiii to pay. All classes of horsemen, 
owners, trainers and jockeys were taxed tin* regula- 
tion three dollars to get to the track, the excep- 
tions being owners who were represented by stake 
entries during the afternoon. No ticket sellers were 
employed on the trains or at the terminals as here 
t of ore and Hie congestion at the track gate liooth 
was very great in couse<jueiirc. There were many in- 
stances of men and women standing in line for. fully 
twenty minutes tieforc securing tickets. 

No iHMikiuakiug as it existed oue year ago was 
attempted. There was no field. Whatever wager 
ing was done was on the lawn directly in front of 
the grandstand and in the vicinity of the stewards’ 
stand, where fully 5.000 layers and backers plied 
their business. It appeared like a Broad street curb 
market on a colossal scale. Prices were openly 
quoted and flimsy sheets witli weights, jockeys and 
scratches were freely distributed before speculation 
on each race. There was no attempt to conceal the 
betting. The Pinkertons employed by the .lockej 
i 'lub requested layers, however, to make their settle- 
ments outside the course after the last race. The 
Queens county authorities were represented by Bis 
triet Attorney W. C. Poles. Sheriff Joseph F. Foster 
under Sheriff William Hulz and county detective 
Fiunseaman. with twelve in plain clothes, and they 
all declared that no violation of the Hart Agiinv 
anti-betting law had occurred during the afternoon. 

It goes without saying that there were no arrests. 
The transactions of the newly established turf curt, 
market went on with the smoothness and precision 
of a high-priced Swiss timepiece. 

The racing was sufficiently satisfactory to please 
the most exacting. The big race, the Metropolitan 
Handicap, was won by King James, the heavily 
backed popular choice, ami admittedly one of the 
greatest racers now in training on the American 
turf. Hildreth’s crack was the dominant factor 
throughout. Eleven brilliant racers elected to try 
conclusions for the rich prize. Fayette, the great 
Madden two-year old of last season, was tin* runner- 
up. While never at any stage of the racing men- 
acing to the winner, lie showed quality of the 
highest sort in today's race. There was a thrilling 
ami spectacular struggle for third honors, in which 
Juggler prevailed. 

It was a Madden day. Aside from the Metropolitan 
defeat the master of Hamburg Place sent seven 
starters to the post, won the first race with Lailv 
Bedford and ran third with Miss Kearney, second 
mid unplaced with Hampton Court and Slvinnon in 
tlu* second, first and third with Newmarket and 
Naughty Boy In the third uncovering in this pan* 
two j liven il«*s of probable high class, finally winding 
up with the runner-up in the big race in Fayette 
alrntdy referred to. More glory for tin* Madden 
colors in that lie bred the first four horses in the 
opener as well as King James, the Metropolitan 
victor. The stable announced no preferred eandi 
date in the first, but declared to win with Hampton 
Court in the second and Newmarket in the third. 
Mr. Madden was early in the throng, glowing with 
enthusiasm over the victory of Sir Martin in Eng- 
land yesterday. He deplored the fact that he did 
not bet the $5,000 when his horse was at long odus 
instead of lietting Herman B. I hi rye a that sum that 
Jhe would beat Bayardo in the Derby. 

Tim tremendous cheering which greeted the field 
of horses engaged In the first race as they paraded 
to the post was immediately accepted by everybody 
sis an omen of success. Of all the grand races 
decided the steeplechase made the biggest hit. 
It culminated in a neck-and>-neok finish lie tween 
Agent and Sir Wooster, which brought occupants of 
the grandstand to their feet in a frenzy of excite- 
ment. 

S. C. Hildreth was very confident of victory with 
King James before t lie race, and was showered with 
congratulations after it was over. He said that 
King J a HP'S was the very best horse he ever trained. 
The big bay was under suspicion of uusoundneos- 
before he began his winning career in California, 
but now lias no blemish of any kind. 

.T. E. Madden remarked before tin* race that if 
Hildreth’s horse was the only one lie had to beat 
that Fayette could not lose. Madden is not going 
to England to see Sir Martin rm in the Derby, as 
be would have to sail next Saturday to la* there In 
time. 

The stewards of the United Hunt and Steeplechase 
Association have notified the Jamestown Jockey ('Ini* 
that they would withhold permit to run steeplechases 
there until their course was built up to the regula- 
tion standard. Hurdle races would lie allowed, how - 
ever. 

H. P. Whitney’s Elizabethan stooped when half 
way to the post in the third race and kept her op- 
ponents waiting at the post for nearly ten minutes 
liefore site condescended to join them. 

Cowan fell lame so badly in her race that she was 
with difficulty led off the track. 

Mary Davis was the medium of a huge but un- 
successful betting coup. 

William Manley and W. Ogden Bishop were elected 
members of the Jockey Club at Belmont Park today. 

Herr Weinberg, the prominent German turfman, 
was an interested visitor and during tlu* running of 
lln* fifth race was an occupant of the stewards’ 
t-Jand as a guest of Mr. Belmont. Herr Weinberg, 
whose big racing stud is located at Frankfort -on-thc- 
Maiu, lias employed several famous American jockeys 
in the past decade. Joe Nutter is liis latest import- 
ant acquisition in that line. 

At a meeting of the hoard of governors of the 
Turf Benevolent Association held on May K. it was 
decided to disband the organization. An imperative 
call lias been sent out notifying members to la* on 
hand at the Cadillac Hotel next Tuesday evening to 
ratify tills action. The funds on band will be 
divided pro ruta and will leave each member with 
about $100 apiece. 

AN AMERICAN ON ENGLISH RACING. 

New York. May 13. — Here is another amusing de- 
scription of English race track action, from the 
Herald's American Race-Goer: 

“The second spring meeting at Newfnarket liegan 
Tuesday with a burst of sunshine, warm weather and 
good spirits. Those who wore overcoats were bal- 
lasted with regret all the afternoon. There was 
quite a large attendance, but not a big crowd. 

"Among those present was King Edward, in a 
blown bowler hat and a gray suit of clothes that 
didn’t tit him any too well. ‘laxik.’ said a distressed 
English woman, pointing to the king’s back, ‘there’s 
a wrinkle.

"A man by the name of Thompson, who is a shoe 
merchant in New York, was the favorite. At least 
nine out of every ten Americans present left after 
staring at him with the idea they had been looking 
at the king. 

"As a matter of fact, the king was the least 
stared at of all those in tlie place. That Is the 
English custom, and a very nice one. too. 

"His majesty, when not posing as the king, is 
ignored. He goes to races ns a private citizen and 
is not embarrassed by a curious, gaping, rubber 
necking crowd. 

“ ‘Even kings have feelings, yon know, and don t 
like to be looki*d out of countenance.’ said Edward 
Ross, of Flushing. N. Y. When I told him that the 
man a few feet behind him was the king of Great 
Britain, emperor of India and defender of the faith. 
Ross didn’t even turn around. He is a typical 
American, but not a first tripper or pestilential tour- 
ist. 

"In the paddock I met E. S. Willard. ‘This.’ said 
he. waving his hand round the enclosure where the 
horses were being shown, ‘should be the resort of 
novelists. It is the home of fiction.’ 

"In the second race American money was largely 
up on Mark Twain for sentimental reasons. ‘Sill.v 
fool.’ said Jim Hughes, of Denver, as lie tore up 
some Mark Twain tickets. ‘I’ve heard Mark Twain’s 
drawl and I should know that any horse named after 
him would sininly walk round tlie track. Mark 
never talked faster than ten words a minute or went 
faster than two miles an hour. That bet was no 
joke with me though. Talk about "Innocents 
Abroad." I’m one.’ 

"In a compartment with me on the tram back to 
London was an American from Hartford. Conn. He 
was chewing tobacco, and conspicuously displayed 
on the wall of the car was a sign which said: ‘Spit- 
ting prohibited. Two pounds fine for the first offense, 
five "omuls for a subsequent offense.’ My country- 
man from Hartford expectorated to the value of 
about $5,000 before we reached London, but 1 didn't 
see him pay any tine.’’ 

CANADIAN BUREAU WILL SHOW STALLIONS. 



Montreal. Quo.. May 13.— The Canadian Bureau of 
Breeding has made sixteen entries in the Montreal 
Horse Show, which commences tomorrow and lasts 
until Saturday. In tlu* lot are such well-known 
horses as Mastorman. Seahorse II., Y’aljean. Ds- 
trich. Oraculmu, Juvliu, Our Boy, Rosemouut, Ixigan 
and Mcllvain. 

There is a special class for bureau stallions and 
they will also compete in tlu* ojien class for thor- 
oughbreds. in which they will meet Dublin, the great 
stalliou of the Clyde string and Bushmount. an Irish 
horse, owned by Lady Ernestine Hunt of Ireland. 
Tlie bureau is negotiating for Bushniount and may 
secure him. 

Tlu* bureau stallions will be judged by Dr. J. G. 
Rutherford, livestock commissioner of Canada; 
William llendrie and Senator Roliert Beith. 

The bureau stallion, Valjean, will be shown in 
the three-year-old class for thoroughbreds tomorrow. 
He is the horse donated by Mr. P. T. Chinn and 
shipped by express from Los Angeles to Montreal. 

The Canadian bureau will send four or five stal- 
lions to the New York show if an international 
bureau class can lie arranged. There* is a plan on 
font to send some of the liest of tlu* horses to the 
London Olympia in 1910 to compete against Kiug’s 
Premium stallions. 

MOVING FASTER AT TORONTO. 



Toronto. Ont.. May 13. — On an improved but not 
fast track the Dyrnent eolt. Fort Gariv. worked a 
mile in 1:46$ ami a mile and a quarter in 2: 15«. 
in preparation for tlu* King’s Plate. He was ridden 
by C. Gilbert and accompanied in tlie work bv the 
four year-old. . Cnimie Maid. He was straight at 
the finish. This is the record work for the Plate 
this spring.

Houston, Tex., May 13. — Although tlie afternoon’s 
card was made up of six soiling races, the results 
were more than satisfactory to the public as four 
of the six favorites were successful and the ten 
books received a good drubbing. Helen Kidder’s 
victory in tlu* fifth race was the surprise of the 
afternoon. M. J. Denman’s filly lieiug a rank outsider 
in the betting, as gixid as 12 to 1 being laid against 
her. Jockeys Hollister and Coburn shared the rid- 
ing honors of the day, each having two winners to 
ills credit. 

The stable of J. W. Fuller got in this morning 
from Fort YN’orth. Included in the string is First 
Premium and the speedy Toy Boy. 

The dates are out for the Beaumont spring meet- 
ing of the Beaumont Jockey Club, which opens May 
25 for a two-weeks meeting, with the chance of an 
extension of one week, which will bring the meeting 
up to the closing down of all racing in the state of 
Texas. 

SIR WOOSTER FOR ENGLISH GRAND NATIONAL 

Baltimore, Md., May 1.3. — After Sir YY’ooster’s race 
at Pimlico Tuesday Col. Robert Neville announced 
that the horse would lie a starter in next year’s 
English Grand National Steeplechase. His plans 
are to send the horse to Ireland next fall and to 
hunt him through that country for a month or two 
as part of liis preparation for tin* big race. lie said 
that be would like to race the horse in France, only 
that the jumps then* are not suitable and that Sir 
YY’ooster has not tin* turn of speed to make him a 
successful fencer in that country. 

NO AMERICAN FODDER FOR CANADA. 

Toronto. Ont.. May 13. — Customs Officer Morgan, 
who is passing tin* horses that come in from the 
other side, has been notified of tin* ruling that all 
hay. straw and fodder from the states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey. Delaware. .Mary- 
land and Michigan must In* destroyed on arrival, on 
account of the precaution against foot and -mouth 
disease. Hay or straw used for packing brittle 
articles is not included in this rilling, but its en 
forcement will entail some little attention on the 
part of owners shipping here from Baltimore.

WHY NOT RACE BY LOCAL OPTION. 

Indianapolis, Ind.. May 13.— Whether or not prize 
fighting, betting and sales of liquor are to be per_ 
in it ted in Indiana will depend on tbe sentiment of 
the various communities iu which the violations take 
place, according to a view expressed today by Gov- 
ernor Thomas R. Marshall. 

Lately the latter has been deluged with complaints 
from various cities that lK»xing is permitted. From 
Grange and other counties have come complaints of 
gambling. From Fort Wayne and some other larger 
places it has lieen reported to him that the lid has 
lieen tilted so that liquor has lieen sold contrary to 
the law. 

The governor calls atention to a portion of his 
inaugural address, iu which he said that it is up to 
the communities to govern themselves largely ill 
local matters. He says that it is impossible to en- 
force tin- law against boxing if there is a sentiment 
favorable to it in the city where it is permitted. 

In the ease of Orange county, where there has 
lieen gambling on a large scale for many years, he 
says that the people seem t,< favor gambling so long 
as it does not affect the “natives.” Gambling has 
brought money to the French Lick Valley, which is 
none too prosperous under natural conditions, and 
(lie governor says that enough people there arc in 
favor of it to make it extremely difficult to obtaiu 
convictions. 

H<- will instruct Attorney-General Bingham to 
assist Prosecutor Houston, of Grange county, in 
lighting sixty-eight alleged gamblers under indict- 
ment. but he believes that it will lie extremely 
ditlieult to get a jury to convict them. 

lie says that in several cities the sentiment re- 
garding prize lighting is similar to what it is to- 
ward gambling in French Lick. He thinks the 
trouble with the prize fight law now is that it does 
not draw llr* line between boxing and fighting plain 
enough to help the officers enforce it. 

He will ask the next legislature to remedy the 
boxing law so that it will uot be difficult to de- 
termine when a boxing match is a prize tight. 

Iu tbe meantime the governor will furnish the 
prosecuting attorneys all the information that is 
handed to him regarding local violations of the law.

their recent fine victories. Oversight has run this 
season and has gained easy successes iu the best 
class company. Ilis win in the Prix Lagrange 
worth $8,009. at Maisons-Luffitte. when, for the 
second time lie defeated Verdun, while Ossiun. the 
better-fancied representative of Baron Maurice de 
Rothschild’s stable, ran unplaced, tints Oversight in 
the first class. Negofol made a winning re-appear- 
ance at Longchamps. when lie easily defeated iler- 
ire. M. Edmond Blanc’s Mehari and others. In addi- 
tion to Oversight and Negofol. Prestissimo II., which 
won re t ntly at Saint ( loud, is another useful mem- 
ber of Duke’s stable. He Is in the Grand Prix. while 
the other two are engaged in all the important three- 
ytar-old events run in their own country. 

It is curious to note that two American owners — 
Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. Whitney — should both have 
horses named Oversight, which have recently won 
races in France and England, respectively. There is 
but small chance for confusion, however, as the 
Vanderbilt Oversight, by llalma — First Night, is a 
three-year-old colt, which will race entirely iu 
France, while the Whitney Oversight, by Ballyhoo 
Bey -Forget. Is a two-year-old, with his engagements 
exclusively in England.
